Onc was sixty-three, 
one fifty-seven and two forty-live, 
while a dashing youth of sixty-nine 
heads the grooms with another fellow 
of sixty-live giving him H race for his 
money. Then there was one of fifty- 
three, another of forty-nine und an- 
other of forty-three, which help to 
keep up the average in ages.

the ages of 14 and 10 years, to obtain 
now employment certificates. 


Copies of the new minor labor act", 


which will h<j ready for general dis- 
tribution in a few days will he 
sent by boards of education to all
